New Remedy Developed by 
Copenhagen Scientist | 


Too Much Hope in Cure | 


(EXCLUSIVE 

COLUMBUS (o) Nov. 13.—A 
message of hope to victims of the 
dread white plague—the story of 
the discevery by a Danish bacteri- 
Ologist of a chemical slayer of the 
tubercle bacillus, was brought to 
the annual conference of health 
commissioners today by Dr. Allen 
W. Freeman of John Hepkins Uni- 
versity, Baltimore. 

Prefacing his message with the 
warning that “we must not be too 
certain until the ‘Inal acid test has 
been applied,” Dr. Freeman could

The new chemical compound— 
creation of Prof, Mollgaard.. head 
of the department of physiology 
in the State Veterinary School at 
Copenhagen—acts with sudden 
and deadly effect upon the germ 
of tuberculosis, Dr. Freeman said. 
So deadly, in fact, be explained, 
that it has been necessary to pro- 
vide a serum to counteract the 
toxic shock to the syetem, gene- 
rated by the released poisons from 
a myriad of dead tubercle bacilli. 
Dr. Freeman, who was formerly 
health director of Ohio, brought 
his story to Columbus direct from 
the lips of Prof. Moligaard him- 
self, the details having been ex- 
plained to him during « visit to 
Copenhagen from which he “has 
just returned. 

The solution used, he reports, is 
a double salt of gold and sodium 
with thio-sulphuric acid. The se- 
rum empldéyed to prevent toxic 
complications is obtained from the 
blood of calves inoculated with 
dead tuberculosis germs. 

Some hundreds of cases have 
already been treated in the Copen- 
hagen hospitals and many per- 
sons in the advanced. stages of the 
disease have been, to all appear- 
ances, cured of their affliction,” Dr. 
Freeman announces. All of these 
cases, the hospital attaches re- 
ported, were of a type generally 
regarded as “beyond hope.” 

Difficulties were. encountered 
during the experimental stage 
when it was discovered that in- 
jection. of the treatment was im- 
mediately followed by a rapidly 
mounting temperature, an ei- 
dence of. systemic shock that 
would undoubtedly prove fata) to 
a person weakened under pro- 
longed attacks of the disease. 

By experimentation upon calves 
it was found that they were capa- 
ble of withstanding a high charge 

dead tubercie bacilli and that 
their biood thereafter provided a 
serum which is effective in pre- 
venting serious complications in 
treatment of human beings.

If it is finally proved successful 
the new solution will revolutionize 
the treatment of tuberculosis. Here- 
tofore the only weapon known to 
medical science has been of an in- 
direct nature, consisting in a proc- 
ess of building up the body's nat- 
ural combative mechanisms. liere- 
tofore no chemical combination has 
been known which would kill the 
tuberculosis germ. 

The discovery of Prof. Moligaard 
followed years of experimentation 
and has, as yet, been given little or 
no publicity, because the Danish 
scientist, according to Dr. Freeman, 
did not wish to take the world 
into his confidence until he was 
assured of positive success

PHOENIX, Nov. 13.— Sharp

j AMENDMENT URGED 
Other resolutions urged amend- 
ment of the Interstate Cemmerce 
Act for guiding the power of State 
commissions to require railroad ad- 
ditions and detterments, and to 
protect interstate rates from inter- 
ference, except upon definite proof 
of discrimination against ter- 
state rates. 

Chairman Grant E. Haléerman 
of the Coloredo State Public Utili-
